Back-ups on the Blue 
Water Bridge start- 
ed around Labor Day, 
when Canadian Cus- 
toms started a slow- 
down because they 
did not get a raise. 
Truck drivers were 
backed up to Range 
Rd. with a wait of 
seven hours. Not on- 
ly the slowdown 
caused problems, but 
the American side of 


the bridge is under 
major construction 
that started in Au- 
gust 12, 1991 and will 
end in November of 
1995. According to 
Morris Hall, Assis- 
tant to the Bridge 
Engineer Manager, 
the construction will 
cost approximately 
$401.2 million. Back- 
up of traffic on 24th 
Avenue started after 
Birchwood Mall was 
opened and got 
worse when Gratiot 
Ave. was closed in 
August and didn’t 
open until Septem- 
ber 28. Next, 10th 
Street Bridge closed 
on October 7 and 


Military Bridge 
closed in January of 
1992 for 18 weeks. 
Other new construc- 
tions charged the ar- 
ea. Strip malls were 
added.

She 
enjoyed going to the mall, 
attending basketball and 
football games, and being 
around those whom she 
cared about. All of her 
friends and family sup- 
ported Jennifer right to 
the end. Two people that 
Jennifer held in high re- 
gard, according to her 
mother, were Mrs. Corn- 
well, the attendance offi- 
cer, and Mrs. McMorran, 
one of her teachers. She 
talked with them often 
and respected them. They 
were special to her, as 
many people were. 

Jennifer got along with 
everyone she knew. “Jen- 


nifer liked everybody,” 
her mother, Mrs. Laura 
McLeod commented. One 
of her best friends, Becky 
Spencer said, “She cared 
so much about everyone, 
no matter who they 
were.”

“Strive for a goal and give it your all is 
the best way to start out a new season”, 
stated Shannon Wajda. But for the Girls’ 
Cross Country Team, they started six weeks 
before the season opening. 

The season was scheduled to open with 
the practicing to begin on August 19th and 
a meet on September 3rd against Richmond.

Team. 

In coach Spiess’s own words, “Cross 
Country separates the motivated and dis- 
ciplined person from those that do not have 
leadership qualities. When the gun goes off, 
you must be ready, there are no time-outs!“ 
Cross Country runners average about 3-6 
miles in practice. Each practice began with 
leg stretches, running exercises, toe raises, 
and push-ups. 

The course began at the field house and 
the members in pairs or small groups would 
head in the direction Coach Spiess indi- 
cated. The route changed from day to day. 

As for weekends, runners disciplined 
themselves to continue running especially 
when a meet was approaching. Both Ben 
Pionk and Matt Lawrence agreed that the 
time running on the weekend was needed. 

For the meets, the boys ran the course 
at the Elks Club which was 3.1 miles or 
five kilometers. Other courses were about 
the same length. Although the length was 
predetermined, the courses varied in diffi- 
culty.

While it’s helpful to be familiar with the 


course, the one thing that gives no guarantee is 
the weather.

“That’s what makes wres- 
tling such a great sport.” When asked what 
made wrestling special to him, Don Van- 


Huylenbrouck said, “No one can help me 
when I’m on the mat. It’s my fault if I lose, 
no one elses.” 

Senior Chris Ross feels that the Blue Wa- 
ter Classics were the Big Reds best matches. 
They took an overall second place. Accord- 
ing to Gerry Green, “Wrestling is a very 
physical sport.” Wrestling is the only true 
full contact sport. “It takes a lot of practice 
to be a good wrestler, patience too,” says 
senior Dave Reno.

1992 was a High Volt- 
age year. Road re- 
pairs all over Port 
Huron, student trav- 
elers and leaders, 
school expansion and 
the breakup of the 
Soviet Union caused 
excitement and stat- 
ic. 

Around the area 
many road closings 
added confusion to 
the traffic conges- 
tion besides what 
was mentioned in the 
opening. When Mili- 
tary Street Bridge 
was closed January 
92, for reconstruc- 
tion, traffic was re- 
routed across 10th 
Street Bridge. At the 
same time, the over- 
pass leading to the 
bridge to Canada 


was removed, block- 
ing Pine Grove, the 
busiest roadway into 
town. To handle the 
traffic snarl, Han- 
cock and Church 
Street were tempo- 
rarily made into one 
way streets. The 
freeway at Lapeer 
was closed to cut the 
flow of vehicles 
heading toward the 
Pine Grove exit. This 
traffic was sent 
through town, but of 
course only two of 
three bridges were 
open. 

Within the school 
walls the changes fo- 
cused student and 
staff attention on the 
improvements that 
the district had al- 
lotted to PHHS. The 
cafeteria was grow- 
ing from its present 
size to a full 1/3 larg- 
er. The Media Cen- 


ter will be almost 
twice its current di- 
mensions. The Ca- 
reer Resource Cen- 
ter was expanding 
from an office size 
to a whole class- 
room. The Physically 
or Otherwise Health 
Impaired Room, will 
be moved and sup- 
plied with a com- 
plete kitchen with a 
washer and dryer, 
and also a spot in the 
room will have phys- 
ical therapy equip- 
ment. The old library 
will be renovated in- 
to four class rooms, 
and the old audio vi- 
sual room will be 
transformed into a 
work area for teach- 
ers. Two science labs 
will be created out of 
four classrooms, and 
electronics rooms 
moved to rooms 313 
and 321. New instru- 




mental music and 
Vocal music class- 
rooms were nearly 
completed.

Vicki lived in 
the Netherlands, and 
Atala in Denmark for 
the school year.

Atala 
writes, "It’s great 
being an exchange 
student. Meeting 
new people, learning 
new cultures, expe- 
riencing new things. 
I encourage people to 
think about this ex- 
perience. Besides 
travelers, the school
